Austin, Oct. 20.—Constitutionality of 
the “loan brokers'” law cf the thirty- 
fourth legislature wa* upheld today 
by the court of criminal appeals in 
the case of ex-parte J limos Hutseli 
from Bexar county, and the relator was 
remanded.
